wherein smd jamb thickness is substantially equal to the sum of said overall panel 
thickness and said drywall thickness, such that said jamb is assembleable substantially flush 
therewkJi for said trim piece to be mounted flush across the jamb and drywall without the use of 
furpfng. 

^25. The pre-fabricated wall panel of claim} 24 and further comprising at least one 
electrical box located between said first sheet and said/second sheet and at least one conduit for 
electrical wires running between said electrical box ^id said first sheet perimeter, and wherein 
said in-situ foam at least partially surrounds said electrical box and said conduit. 

26. The pre-fabricated wall panel of claim 25 and further comprising a window 
opening correspondingly cut in said first sheet and said second sheet, and wherein said window 
opening is partially defined by strut members around a perimeter thereof. 


27. The pre-fabricated wall panel of claim 26 and further comprising a window 
mounted in said window opening, said window having window jambs having a thickness of 4 
9/16 inches and being mounted in substantially flush alignment with said overall panel thickness.
